Health Commissioner Recommends 
That If Any Official Be Found 
Guilty of Carelessness He Be 
Removed From Office. 


Whether the report of the bacteriological 
experts who assisted Coroner Funkhouser 
will be accepted by the Board of Health 
and the City Couneil as evidence iff the in- 
quiry which they are to make in the tet- 
anus cases, is a point. not yet decided. 

“We shall consider all the evidence ad- 
duced by the coroner,” said. Mayor Wells 
Tuesday morning. “This will fnclude the 
testimony at the inquest, and the report of 
the experts. At present the transcript of 
the evidence has not been received. 

“How much testimony the board and 
Council will need to take, and how ,.much 
they. will go into the technical details al- 
ready examined, are matters not yet de- 
termined.”’ 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said that 
he believed no further bacteriological exam- 
ination would be necessary, but that this 
question had not yet been settled. 
President Hornsby will appoint 
afternoon the three Councilmen who 
to share with the Board of Health in 
investigation. 

A committee from the City Council, te be 
appointed at Tuesday evening's meeting 
will, in conjunction with the Board of 
Health... undertake to fix the responsibility 
for the recent deaths from tetanus, caused 
by infected diphtheria antitoxin. 

As told in the late editions of Monday's 
Post-Dispatch the Board of Health, with 
Mayor Wells presiding, voted! Monday aft- 
ernoon to ask the appointment of a special! 
committee by the Council to conduct a 
joint investigation with the. health depart- 
ment. 

The resolution calling for the joint inves- 
tigation was offered by Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff. It sets forth the fact that 
the coroner's verdict, charging the depart- 
ment with negligence, failed to fix definite 
blame on any person or persons. 

As no particular city officer or. employe 
has been charged with misconduct or-neg- 
lect, the resolution declares that there is 
no action for the mayor to take in: the 
premises, and the Council is the proper 
body to act. 

An object of the Council inquiry, 
forth in the Starkloff resolution, is ‘‘that 
the caréless or offending parties, if any 
there are, may be removed from,the public 
service, that no repetition of the unfortu- 
nate occurrence may 4 again take place;®

SECRETARY WILSON PROPOSES 
REMEDY FOR IMPORTED 
DISEASES. 


WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT 


Annual Report Shows Watchful Care 
Over Interest of Agricultural 
Element. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—In his annual 
report Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture announces an important ex- 
tension of the forecast field of the weather 
bureau, which now includes reports from 
certain points in the British isles and on 
the continent of Europe, from the Azores, 
Nassau, Bermuda and Turk’s Island. An 
extension of the forecast to farmers 
through the rural! free delivery is contem- 
plated. Substantial improvements are re- 
ported in the department's system of wire- 
less telegraphy. 

A large portion of the report covers the 
subject of animal industry. The grand 
total of animals and animal products ex- 
ported during the year exceeded $250,000,000 
in value. This vast foreign market is only 
preserved to cur producers by the inde- 
fatigable efforts of the department and the 
rigid inspection exercised through the bu- 
reau of animal industry. This pig Ona 
spected for export 385,000 cattle, : 
sheep and 48,000 horses and mules = er 
ly 1000 vessels carrying live stock. Raye hn 
animals were also inspected to e penn 
her of 342,000, and, where necessary, qu 
tined. 

The secretary suggests that ‘ with B.. 
enormous interests our stock raisers As 
at stake, and inpection or quarantine = 
fording, after all, a relative, not <n : 
lute, guarantee of protection, it mig t e 
well for this country to follow the — 
ple of Great Britain -_ — live sto 
from other countries entirely. . 

The meat inspection service involved the 
inspection at times of slaughter of neat* 
37,000,000 animals. Of the more than 5,0 »- 
000 cattle inspected, the condemned car. 
casses were about one-fourth of 1 per cent, 
of the 6,500,000 sheep, one-tenth of 1 per 
cent. 

In the 
1,500,000 


eontrol of indigenous diseascs, 
inspections were made and over 
45.000 cars disinfected in the Texas fever 
service alone. In combating the disease 
known as “‘black leg’ the bureau distrib- 
uted over 1,500,000 doses of vaccine, the re- 
sult being to reduce losses in affected herds 
to less than 1 per cent, where formerly it 
was in most cases about 10 per cent. 

To ald in detecting tuberculosis in cattle 
and elanders in horses, over 44,000 doses 
of tuberculin and 7000 doses of mallein have 
been supplied. 
The secretary points out the serious evil 
resulting from a system of state inspec- 
tion, which, if it became generai, would 
effactually prevent the marketing of live 
stock in some sections, and would destroy 
much of the usefulness of the federal in- 
spection. He regards the present conditions 
as so menacing to the interests of the cat- 
tle industry in the West and Southwest 
that he has requested the attorney-general 
to co-operate in bringing the matter before 
the Supreme Court for decision as to the 
constitutionality of these state laws. This 
request has been favorably received and 
the assistance of the department of justice 
promised. 
Great activity has characterized the in- 
troduction of valuable seeds and plants 
from abroad, with most Satisfactory results. 
The development of the rice industry. in 
Loulsiana and Texas since the introduc- 
tion by the department of the Japanese 
rice, during the past three years, has been 
remarkable. At the same time our im- 
rts of this product have decreased from 
54,000,000 to 73,000,000 pounds. The .United 
States imports yearly nearly $800,000 worth 
of macaroni. Macaroni wheats have been 
introduced in the past two years very suc- 
cessfully into the Dakotas and also into 
Kansas and Nebraska. 

He reviews very fully the great cogil 
ment in the work of farmers’ institutes. In 
1899 over 2000 farmers’ institutes were held 
in this country, attended by over half a 
million farmers.

MISSOUR! STANDS SECOND. 


Revenue Collection Next to Illinois, 
Population Considered. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—According to 
the report of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, Kentucky, in proportion to popula- 
tion, produces the greatest revenue to the 


federal government, and Missouri is second 
on the list, population considered. 

Last year the internal revenue collections 
in the state amount to $17,565,648.93. In only 
six other states did the collections exceed 


those in Missouri. LIllinois heads the list, 
paying last year $55,407,024.88 to the federal! 
government in the way of taxes on liquor, 
tobacco, oleomargarine and other similar 
articles. . 

“New York contributed $49,789,698.29. Penn- 
sylvania was the third greatest revenue 
producer, the collections there last year 
amounted to $26,062,959.75. Kentucky, next 
to Illinois, the largest whisky producing 
state in the Union, paid in internal rev- 
enue taxes $25,181,205.86.

$22, 429,914.36. 

While Missouri is not a great cigar man- 
ufacturing state, she produced more manu- 
factured tobacco of all kinds than any 
other state in the union. Last year the 
internal revenue collections in the state 
from tobacco alcne amounted to $9,562.- 
406.92, while those from Illinois were only 
$1,417,333.44. The total amount of tobacco 
consumed in the Missouri factories was 
78,487,505 pounds. Of this amount 72,423,982 
wounds were manufactured into plug to- 
acco; 73,015 pounds into fine cut, and 6,- 
975,548 pounds into smoking tobacco, and 
14,959 into snuff. The amount sold in the 
state exceeds the product by over 1,200, 
pounds. The total internal revenue collec- 
tions from the tax on tobacco last year 
amounted to $35,631,668.64, of which amount 
Missouri paid more than 25 per cent. 

The consumption of beer and other fer- 
mented liquors by the American pee le last 
year amounted to more than one-half barrel 
per capita, the amount being 40,517,078 bar- 
rels, issouri produced 2,670,132 barrels, 
about 1,000,000 barrels less than were man- 
ufactured in Illinois. There was less fer- 
mented liquors manufactured in Kansas 
than in any of the western states, the 
amount being only 9022 barrels. 

Illinois is the great oleoma 
ducin« state in the country. n fact, one- 
half the total production of the United 
States last year was manufactured in the 
First Illinois Internal revenue district. The 
total production of the state last year 
amounted to 46,000,000 pounds, on which rev- 
enue was collected to the amount of $36,- 
300. The oleomargarine factories in Mis- 
eouri seem to be confined exclusively to the 
Sixth district, in which there were manu- 
factured last year 4,118,273 pounds. The to- 
tal reyenue collected from the sale of oleo- 
pa rine in the state last year was about 
100,000,

til Saturday to Accept His 
Ultimatum of $52,800.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 26.—The brigands 
have sent a message, it is reported, to the 
American diplomatic agent, Mr. Dickinson, 
that unless he acceeds by January 1 to 
their original demand for 2,00 Turkish lira, 
or pounds ($110,000), ransom, they will kill 
both their captives—Miss Ellen M. Stone 

and Mrs. Tsilka. 

This report comes in private advices from 
Dubnitga, the Bulgarian frontier town 
which is the present headquarters of some 
of the secret agents through whom Mr. 
Dickinson has been in communication. with 
the brigands. 

The message is said to be the robbers’ 
answer to the ultimatum reported to have 


been sent to them by Mr. Dickinson (but 
which he denied sending) offering as ran- 
som 12,000 Turkish lira or pounds ($52,800) 
and no more, and giving hens until next 
Saturday to accept that sum, after which 
time that and all previous offers would be 
withdrawn.

ADDICTED TO BYZANTINE GREEK 


Strange Love in Modern Greece for the 
Language and Letters of the 
Ancients. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 26.—Dr. Basil 1; 
Gildersleeve of Johns Hopkins University, 
the noted Greek scholar, who has spent 
much time in Greece, tn discussing the pe- 
vullar situation in that country said that, 
while a proposition to translate the gZ08- 
pels into modern Greek might seem to 
Americans* to be a small effort to raise a 
fuss about, it was a serious thing for the 
(Greeks. There have been many transla- 
itons of the scriptures into modern Greek, 


but none of ther have been sanctioned by 
the Greek church. They have been pub- 
ished by Protestants, and though dis- 
tributed by colperteurs and missionaries. 
they are not in any sense “official.”’ or ap- 
proved by the church of the country, which 
is the great conservator of Pan-Hellenism. 
its followers uphold the glory of ancient 
Greece and reverence the language with tue 
intensest devotion. 

Alluding to the intense reverence for the 
ancient Greek and the manner in which the 
patriotism of the people is bound up with 
their church, Prof. Gildersleeve remark: 
that the Protestant propaganda in Greece 
seemed to him-hopeless. The people would 
listen politely to what might be said, 
but it would make absolutely no impress- 
ion upon them; they would treat it with 
quiet contempt. They regard themselves 
as the heirs of all the glory of the Greece 
of old, and consider that the wars with the 
Turks are only a repetition of the wars 
of the ancients with Persia. Their devo- 
tion to the ancient language displays it- 
self in many ways. The store signs are 
either in ancient character or in the French 
language. The people from the highest to 
the lowest are possessed of the most in- 
tense thirst for learning. The professors 
in the universities are also none the less 
devoted to the Byzantine Greek, but they 
are wedded to it not because of their pa- 
triotic feelings, but because they are de- 
pendent upon its study and preservation 
for a livelihood. 

Another fact that explains the intense 
feeling of the Greeks upon this subject, 
said Dr. Guildersieeve, is their orienta 
blood. Their politics is in a tangle and 
every little while they have a change in 
the premiership. If the modern Greek 
were substituted for the ancient Greek lan- 
guage in the schools, and in the church it 
would mean, in all probability, that the, Ro- 
man letters would be used in writing “and 
printing.

LONDON, Nov. 26.—A dispatch from Paris 
fays that Dr. Philippe Marechale is mak- 
ing every effort to have a bill introduced 
into the chamber placing corset manufac- 
turers under state control. Before a crowd- 
ed audience composed of physiologists and 
women’s clubs Marechale declared that 2 
per cent of young women who wear cor- 
sets die of pulmonary diseases, 15 per cent 
suffer from organic derangement through- 
out their entire life, while onty 30 per cent 
retain their health. 

A hygienic commission appointed by the 
municipality of Paris has already taken so 
many steps to bring about the adoption of 
a healthier costume by women that Dr. 
Marechale expects his bill to be strongly 
supported. 

The first article of the proposed measure 
forbids women below 8 years to wear any 
kind of corset, under a penalty of three 
months in prison and a fine of not more 
than 1000 francs G19). ~The second article 
permits women older than 30 to wear a 
corset. 

Article 3 compels manufacturers of cor- 
sets to give the state officials the r@mes 
and addresses of all purchaser of their 


goods. it renders dealers in corsets Mable to 
short terms o! eee if they sell 
corsets to women about to become mothers. 
it also provides for the confiscation of their 
entire stock. Should they be guilty of a 
second offense it forbids their continuing 
business. 

Dr. Marechale states that he has found 
a member of the chamber of deputies ready 
and willing to propose a bill. The deputy 
has been fortified with volumes of statistics 
showing the harmful effect of the corset 
habit on the increase of population tin 
France and the necessity for passing the 
remedial measure during the present ses- 
sion. 

“Investigations made in 6000 cases by 
means of the Xrays,’’ said the doctor, 
“demonstrate the fearful ravages the cor- 
set makes in the female body. e fem- 
inine race has woefully degenerated phy- 
sically and morally through using these 
inatruments of torture. 

“Should the hygienic commission accept 
my ideas I propose af a later perfod to 
draft a bill regulating the weight of 
women's hats. which have reduced the 
brain capacity of women 50 centimeters dur- 
ing the last 1000 years. 

“Next will come a crusade against shoes 
which have rightly been -alied ‘foot cor- 
sets,, and which are gradually deforming 
the race. «

THE SOUTH’S EVER- INCREASING 
COTTON CROP. 


Some months ago zo W u “Ting- fang, the able 
Chinese minister at Washington, was in- 
vited to the South to tell the people how 
best to sell their cotton go00ds to his coun- 
trymen. A southern humorist, after read- 
ing one of the minister's speeches, re- 
marked that the most practical thing for 
the southern people would be to get Mr. 
Wu to petition his emperor to issue an edict 
requiring each of his 400,000,000 subjects to 
lengthen his shirt an inch, and the South 
could then safely go on building cotton 
mills and rolling in prosperity. The su- 
preme-purpose of the exposition at Charles- 
ton is to throw lignt upon this great com- 
mercial problem—how to seil to advanta 
the ever-increasing surplus of cotton soaks 
being piled up in the hundreds of new mills.

Coach Bland Tells Why They 
Do Not Play Better 
Football. 


Theodore Bland has a fast, accurate team 
of football players in the Christian Broth- 
ers’ College eleven. He says he considers 
it the best team in the city, both on the ag- 
gressive and the defensive. It is strong in 
the details of the game, in tackling, block- 
ing and catching punts, it ranks above oth- 
er. local elevens. 

It is to this development of certainty in 


details that Bland attributes part of- his 
team’s success. 

“insuflicient practice in the details of the 
game is.responsisie foi much of the bad 
showing made at times by the local elevens. 
it has seemed very important to me and Il 
have endeav ered to drili my men thorough- 
ly in the rudiments. The clean work of the 
college eleven speaks best for the merit of 
the theory. 

“St. Louis teams have eneraily been 
considered weak on the defensive and, no 
coubt, the fault is partly due to bad tackl- 
ing, inability to block properiy or break 
up interference and weakness in catching 
punts. 

“Ignorance of the many niceties of block- 
ing is sure to result in holding. My team 
has been penalized only once this season, 
yesterday, and [I consider that decision 
undeserved. I have seen on St. Louis 
fields, time and again, the most flagrant 
cases of holding when tne opponent could 
just as easily haye been put out of play 
in other ways which did not risk a penalty.

TWO. STATES AT 
WAR OVER HUNTERS 


Illinois and Missouri Authori- 
tios Strict in Enforce- 
ment of Game Laws. 


Missouri and Illinois authorities in cities 
near the borders of the two states are at 
war over the matter of hunters crossing 
the river to hunt. 

The officials of St. Charles County, head- 
ed by Deputy Sheriff Ryburn of S58t. 
Oharles, and the Alton police, headed by 
Chief of Police Volbracnt of Alton, have 
declared war on persons caught out of their 
territory. Three nights ago four of Al- 
ton’s residents were arrested for coon hunt- 
ing on the Missour! point. The men were 
taken to St. Charles and fined for being 
non-resident hunters and also for hunting 
on Sunday. 

Both the Illinois and the Missouri offi- 
cials have the law on their side. 

Missouri has a state law that has been 
in force three years, that non-residents of 
the state cannot hunt in the state under 
any condition. 

After the passage of this measure IIll- 
|nois passed a law that hunters from out; 
| side the state be made to pay a license of 
'$10 a year. 
| Dllinois has for many years been one of 
| the fiiest quail fields in the country. With 
'a knowledge of this hundreds of hunters 
from Missouri, especially St. Louis, have 

id the $10 license, allowing them to hunt 
n Illinois. Others have not, and have been 
caught and arrested for hunting: in the 
state without a license. 

Three weeks ago 10 prominent residents 
of Missouri were arrested near Cairo for 
hunting in the state without a license, and 
were forced to give up their guns @s se- 
curity. 

Gov. Yates issued special instructions to 
the siate game warden and his deputies in 
Illinois to arrest all Missouri hunters who 
were caught hunting in the state without 
a license. 

The Illinois hunter has suffered the pen- 


alty so many times for hunting in Missouri 
that he will now give the state a wide 
birth.

Many Think Michigan and 
Wisconsin Equals of 
Harvard and Yale. 


The showing of the western football 
elevens this season has excited much com- 
ment as to their strength compared to east- 
ern teams. There are many who maintain 
that Michigan and Wisconsin are the equals 


of Yale and Harvard. 

Michigan against fairly strong teams has 
made scores that are little less than mafr- 
velous. It has had no difficulty whatever 
in winning every game on its schedule. 

There is unfortunately no way of getting 
any sort of a line of comparison between 
Michigan and the big three, except through 


the Buffalo University game, which must 
be thrown out. Buffalo University was 
beaten over 100 point by Michigan and has 
the credit of a 5-0 win over Columbia. The 
Columbia team was a substitute one, how- 
ever, and comparison in this {nstance wousd 
be odious. 

There is a tendency on the part of the 
western press to allude to arvard as 
being champion of the east instead of the 
whole cvountry, as it would formerly have 
been announced. 

From the remarkable score of Harvard 
over Yale it is impossible to figure Michigan 
a better team. The team is heavy, fast 
and coached to the last point of perfection 
It is as gyeat if not a greater team than 
the famous Yale eleven of last year. While 
Michigan may have a superb team, it has 
not that army of coaches to be found at 
spervare to take care of its least points of 
play. 

Its strength and speed enable it to run 
over weaker elevens, but against teams of 
its own caliber any crudities resulting from 
Insufficient coaching would be sure to show. 


The All-American Team. 

When Casper Whitney, the autocrat of 
the All-America team, comes to select his 
eleven for the season it is odds that more 
Harvard men will be found in the line-up 
than will be there from all the teams of 
the west. Michigan included.
